DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The applicant's amendment now requires a fragrance component which is 
delivered to the atmosphere and a perfume component which is separately delivered to 
the liquid. The prior art of record fails to teach the combination of these two features 
incorporated into a lavatory bowl rim-block. Nor does the prior art provide motivation for 
combining these two features in a lavatory bowl rim-block.
